All over the world food is taking its rightful 
place in the minds of public health and tannly phy­ 
sicians. Governments are not only trying to supply 
all the food needed but are investigating the quality, 
the amount of nourishment and the presence of 
necessary minerals and vitamins in food. It is not 
only the army that must be supplied with the right 
kinds and amounts of food but the civilian jxipula- 
tion, particularly children, must be kept nourished

Founder of Milwaukee 
Couldn’t Write Name? 
And now they are picking on Solo­ 
mon Juneau. They are saying that 
the founder of Milwaukee, at 24 
could not sign his own name, writes 
a correspondent to the Milwaukee 
Journal. That this strapping young 
Frenchman from Montreal, so hand­ 
some as to turn the head of every 
young woman who saw him, had 
to make his mark in signing a re­ 
ceipt for wages due him on Decem­ 
ber 31, 1817, four months after his 
24th birthday anniversary. 
Naturally, all Juneau's adherents 
—and they include almost every 
citizen of the great Milwaukee of 
which he was the founder—are 
scandalized, “Solomon Juneau illit­ 
erate!” they protest. “Why, he en­ 
gaged in land operations involving 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
He was Milwaukee’s first mayor and 
the city’s first postmaster . . . 
There are hundreds cl letters writ­ 
ten by Juneau in existence." 
Against all this abundant testi­ 
mony stands a yellowed piece of 
paper which Uncle Sam recently 
dug out of his dusty attic and to 
which attention is called by Dr. P. 
L. Scanlan, author of a history of 
Prairie du Chien, published in 1937. 
The receipt was issued at Prairie 
du Chien six months before Juneau 
came to the site of the Milwaukee 
he was to found. 
On this paper our own Solomon 
Juneau made his mark, the tradi­ 
tional cross placed between the first 
and last names and with “his" writ­ 
ten above the name and "mark” 
below.

Practice of ‘Crop 
Hunting’ Is W rong1 


Maintenance rf Fertility 
Of Soil Is Necessary. 


CHICAGO —Declining soil fertility 
has resulted in the practice of "crop 
hunting" in the mistaken belief that 
when one crop starves, another can 
be found that will thrive on the 
same land, according to Prof. W \ 
Albrecht, head of the soils depart 
ment of the University of Missouri. 
"In place of giving attention to 
soil fertility measures that will feed 
growing plants.” said Professor Al- 
brecht, "there is danger that we go 
searching for crops which we ap. 
parently believe have a high degree 
of toleration for starvation. But wa 
can’t breed crops against starva- 
hon any more than a sterile par- 
ent can transmit the character of 
sterility. 


"Thera a a common inclination to 
ascribe ‘soil improvement’ value 
and nitrogen-fixing qualities to any 
crop called a ’legume.* 
The term 
’legume* 
describes 
the 
anatomy 
rather than the performance of the 
plant. 
It does not guarantee its 
nitrogen-fixing function. 
"Because a legume can fix nitro 
gen in the soil is no proof that it 
always will. Soybean* are legumes, 
but they do not always fix nitrogen! 
This function is dependent on the 
soil fertility and not on the plant« 
pedigree.’* 
Summing up his views on soil W 
provement. Profer-or Albrecht con­ 
cluded: 
"Whether to fertilize, or whether 
to maintain soil fertility is a ques­ 
tion that can scarcely be viewed ta 
th* light of a single crop increase 
as monetary values of a single year. 
Soils are assets created by time 
periods reaching into the distance 
past. 
Their maintenance demands 
more than a short-sighted view. This 
requires thought about putting back 
regularly into the soil what is re­ 
moved. and finding means of main­ 
taining soil fertility in the years to 
come rather than exploiting it for 
only immediate gains. Soil fertility 
maintenance cannot be propaganda 
—it must be built on sound judg­ 
ment and the fullest knowledge.”
